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EMBEZZLING EPIDEMIC 


Twelve Officers Dismissed Within Two flonths-Sons 


of Distinguished flen Resign from Army 


for "Good of the Service." 


Washington, June 29—An epidemic 


of wrong-doing seems to be spreading 
among the young commissioned offi- 
cers of the United States army. JDur- 
ing the past two months 12 young offi- 
cers have been either dismissed from 
the service or forced to resign. 


Secretary Root is seriously concern- 


ed and says the young men must be 
brought to realize the seriousness of 
their-occupation and the grave" conse- 
quences attendant upon the least neg- 
lect of duty upon the part of a com- 
missioned officer. 


In the -twelve cases in which officers 


have been- forced out of th-e army, the 
offenscB were more serious- than neg- 
lect of duty, however. In the major- 


- ity of these misapplication of company 
funds, breach of faith, swindled cred- 
itors, duplicated 
pay accounts, etc., 


have played a prominent part. 


It is stated at he department that 


•the cases of fully twelve more officers 
ar-e no.w hanging in the air, and that 
these even are now in danger of repri- 
mands- and dismissals. 
The offenses 


range all the way from embezzlement 
of army funds down to persistent neg- 


- lect of duty. Most of the officers are 


yougsters of the grade of first and sec- 
ond lieutenants.

A Strange Incident Connected 


With Tragedy. 


New York, June 29—While an engine 


hostler was cleaning engine No. 1018 
at the round house of the Harlera rail- 
road at White Plains, he found the dia- 
mond breastpin worn by Mrs. Mary 
Agnes Hill Potter when she was killed 
Thursday evening. 


The pin was tightly fastened to the 


front of the engine cab between the 
boiler and the window. The pin of tne 
brooch was stuck into the cab nearly a 
half inch 


Up in the back of the pin, which is

A railroad man said that it was the

Wheeling, W. Va., June 29—The B. 


& O.- railroad has purchased property 
of the Placcus heirs in the central por- 
tion of the city for $100,000, together 
with other property belonging to me 
Fleming estate, and will, in the course 
of a few months, erect a union depot 
in what is known as Hemfield yards, 
practically in the business portion of 
the city. The cost will be> $1,000,000. 
The road will enter the city from the 
east by means of an elevated track and 
will perhaps tunnel the immense hill 
in the rear, giving access to the city 
by another route.
